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Saving the Bay 

A Sea of Understanding at ORRJH

The enrichment coordinator at the Old Rochester 
Junior High School, Jane Tougas, was thrilled to pres- 
ent five of her 38 eighth grade students who have been 
working on a project to help save Buzzards Bay. These 
students had spent four weeks researching problems that 
exist in Buzzards Bay and solutions to help address these 
problems. Each student collected one fact about Buzzards 
Bay, which they put on display in the front of their school. 
They also wrote skits, which will be aired on the local TV 
stations. 

The idea to help save the bay came from one stu- 
dent in particular, thirteen year old Max Medina, who's 
family has been involved in a fundraising swim event out 
of New Bedford for years now. Max brought his two med- 
als to school for completing a 1.2 mile swim two years in 
a row, and convinced his classmates to take an interest in 
this environmental dilemma. 

Max explained how he and his two sisters have 
been swimming for this cause and how he "brought it 
to our class because I wanted to let people know what's 
been going on in our bay." The main message he wants 
to get across is that, "people need to stop polluting." Max 
strongly believes in this endeavor, which he feels he can

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contribute to, along with others. "We are the people that 
are going to make a difference. This will start a chain reac- 
tion for the good." 

Thirteen year old, Michaela Riggi offered some 
of the ways she has contributed to the cause, "We would 
look through the packet Mrs. Tougas gave us to gather up 
facts about how to save the bay." One example is "not to

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flush old medicine down the drain.'' 

Max gave another example about how to help, 
which asks that bay front property owners not use harsh 
chemicals and fertilizers on their lawns. This will limit the 
amount of chemicals directly draining into the bay. 

David Dalton, another student, said people 
shouldn't "put toxic things down the drain to clean it." 
Instead, grab that bucket and get ready to face some in- 
teresting smells as you manually de-clog drains. Think of 
this as a necessary effort for a bigger cause. 

Andrew Card well reminded us of the animal 
life that requires a clean environment to thrive and Evan 
Botello said, "We should use healthier products instead of 
bleach." 

These students have obviously worked hard and 
are truly concerned with the wonderful bay they have the 
good fortune to live so close to. They understand that it is 
not someone else's responsibility to keep the bay beauti- 
ful, but in fact their responsibility as young members of 
this community. Having this knowledge will serve them 
in their lives wherever they find themselves. 

Michaela spoke again about the skits they wrote 
and performed. These skits inform the community about 
becoming involved in keeping the bay clean. It was excit- 
ing for the students to have the experience of going to a 
TV studio and showing their skills as actors and screen- 
writers on this subject. 

The displays will be up at the entrance to the 
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Junior High School for another two weeks and the school 
welcomes the community in to have a look. Many more, 
well researched ways to save the bay and help the envi- 
ronment are offered and should be seen.

On the Courts at ORRJH

A different kind of education occurred this past 
week, as the staff of Old Rochester Regional Junior High 
schooled their students 47-45 in Friday's March Madness 
Jr.'s basketball game. The game, which was originally sched- 
uled two weeks earlier, took place at the ORR high school 
gymnasium from 6:30 to 9:00 pm. 
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All of the proceeds from the event went to the Hands 
for Maddie Charity. Madison Moura is a Fairhaven 3-year- 
old who is living with hemiplegia and cerebral palsy after 
having a stroke while in-utero. She also has Volkmann's 
Contracture to her left forearm, rendering her left hand 
deformed with minimal use. They are raising money for a 
surgery that is not covered by their health insurance as well 
as other health costs. 

'Almost every day for the past few years, she has 
been going through some sort of therapy,'' explained Jason 
Moura, Madison's father. "Almost all of the money we've 
raised is towards an experimental procedure at Hasbro 
Children's Hospital in Boston. The foundation has been 
running for three months now and we're in the process of 
getting tax-exempt status from the state. Eventually, I'm sure 
we are going to hit an insurance ceiling, where they won't 
continue to cover what she needs, so we are trying to brace 
ourselves for that and we're trying to put aside as much as 
we can [for] when that happens." 

To determine which eighth-grade students got to 
play in the game, the names of everyone that signed up 
were put into a lottery. A basketball knockout competition 
took place before the game and a half -court shot chance oc- 
curred at half-time, with no one managing to sink one in. 
Junior High students organized a raffle and refreshments 
were sold, all benefiting the charity.

Marion Election Update 

The Ballot is Set in Marion

The deadline for returning nomination papers for 
elected office in Marion came and went on Friday, April 3, 
2009, and the biggest news is that no one wants to run for 
a three-year term representing Marion on the Old Roch- 
ester Regional School Committee. According to Assistant 
Town Clerk Michele Bissonnette, no one took out nomi- 
nation papers. "So the Board of Selectmen will have to 
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appoint someone. In cases like this, they usually look to 
members of the Marion School Committee, and see if any 
of them would be willing to serve on the ORR commit- 
tee,'' said Ms. Bissonnette . 

Eight other elective offices will appear on the 
ballot on May 22, 2009, but only two of those races are 
contested: running for a three-year term for the Board of 
Health are Jonathan Rowland and John B. Howard; and 
running for two seats with three-year terms on the Marion 
School Committee are Joseph A. Scott, Jay Pateakos, and 
Jeremiah L. Garcia. In the Board of Health race, incum- 
bent Jason E. Reynolds took nomination papers out from 
the Town Clerk's office on February 18, 2009, but never 
returned them by the deadline. In the School Committee 
contest, Mr. Scott is seeking re-election to another term, 
and Mr. Pateakos and Mr. Garcia are vying for the seat 
being vacated by John J. Russell. Mr. Russell's term on 
the ORR School Committee is also expiring, creating the 
vacancy that no one wants to fill. 

The other elective offices and those seeking elec- 
tion, are: for re-election to another three-year term on the

"They were trying to teach us to be leaders by 
following the six leadership traits: goal-setting, commu- 
nication, character, respect, teamwork and problem-solv- 
ing,'' explained Catherine. "Respect and teamwork were 
emphasized the most. We did exercises in these traits; for 
respect, we had a piece of tape on the floor and one of our 
faculty advisors would ask if a certain something ever 
happened to you. For those of us that had that happen, 
we would step over the tape to show that we aren't alone. 

For teamwork, we sat in a circle and had our 
picture in the center on the floor.

Mattapoisett Library celebrate National Poetry Month 
once again, seems to be a man who has rolled up at least 
as many lives as his creation The Blue Cat. The poet and 
scholar, who taught at Wesleyan University for more than 
four decades, is a man who seems to have been blessed 
with a curious soul and a traveler's heart, and judging by 
the ever-present gleam in his eyes, he is also not above a 
little mischief. 

Last year Mr. Reeve was one of three poets, along 
with Diana Der-Hoavanessian and Margot Wizansky, who 
helped christen the Mattapoisett Library's conference room 
as they celebrated National Poetry Month in the newly 
remodeled building. This year the event moved to the 
Kinsale Inn with Reeves and musicians Joe Deleault and 
Don Davis performing Mr. Reeve's piece. The Blue Cat 
Walks the Earth. The performance was dedicated to the 
late Judy Wallace, the former director of the Mattapoisett 
library who started the tradition of celebrating National 
Poetry Month in Mattapoisett. 

This poetry reading was not a buttoned down, 
polite afternoon of verse. This was a performance of poetry 
that felt very much at home in a pub near the sea where a 
traveler might come in to tell the tales of their adventures. 
It was akin to the early days of our nation when the rabble- 
rousers of the day shared the thoughts and information in 
places like the Kinsale Inn leading up to the Revolution. 
Mr. Reeve and his compatriots led the audience through the 
world of The Blue Cat for the better part of ninety minutes.

transporting the listener to the war torn streets of Iraq 
via an aural soundscape provided by Mr. Davis and 
Mr. Deleault. The two musicians accompaniment of Mr. 
Reeve's words was like a magic carpet ride that helped to 
set the scene as the poet moved between straight readings 
of his work to hip-hop like cadences to barn dance caller 
staccato all while never losing site that this journey was 
meant not to amuse the audience, though there was 
plenty of humor, but to provoke deep seated emotions to 
rise to the surface. Mr. Reeve has made it his mission to 
use The Blue Cat's voice as one who speaks for society's 
underdogs and forgotten people. 

Davis and Deleault's improvisational skills 
were tested to the fullest in this piece of work as they

set the required mood for each section of the book- 
long piece w^ith just the right accents moving easily 
from Mancini like Pink Panther crawl, to Indonesian 
Gamalon cacophony, to spare Tibetan prayer as the piece 
progressed. Mr. Deleault seems to possess the ability to 
play every wind instrument know to man while adding 
such sound effects as mouth harp and train whistle 
to create the needed atmosphere. Mr. Davis used his 
keyboard as a platform from which Mr. Reeve delivered 
the Cat's stories of the disappearing middle class and 
lives wasted in nonsensical wars. 

A true voice of the people Mr. Reeve did not 
simply take the easy road and rail against the failings of 
the past eight, or more, years, he also used a section of 
his work to remind all of us that it is our duty to hold the 
new administration to task if we really want, "change that 
we can believe in''. Mr. Reeves often moved his words 
from English to Arabic as he brought stark images of 
war back to the home front. He asked how many lives 
of innocent civilians have been wasted just because they 
spoke the wrong language or had the wrong color skin or 
were standing in the wrong place when the bombs began 
to fall. An academic himself, Mr. Reeves also put a mirror 
up to the face of the halls of academia as he ended the 
piece by having the Cat engage in a verbal sparing match 
with a professor in a New York City pub. It would seem 
that we are all fair game for The Blue Cat as we should 
be. In a free society no one can be above reproach and Mr. 
Reeves has created the perfect voice to remind us all of 
the responsibility inherent in that freedom.

Present were Chairman Jo- 
seph F. Napoli, Co-Chairman Peter F. Winters, Members 
Julia Deane Crowley, Stephen C. Gonsalves, Thomas R. 
Magauran and Patricia A. McArdle, and Secretary to the 
Board Debra E. Paiva. Board Clerk Jay Ryder was absent. 

Mr. Christian Farland of Thompson Farland pre- 
sented the ANR plan for 135 Converse Road to the Board. 
The proposal would divide the property, which consists 
of 31 acres, into five lots. Mr. Magauran said that, "this is 
a good project, with significant open space.'' The Board 
approved the plan with little discussion. 

The Board then opened a Public Hearing on 156 
Front Street, regarding an application by Ms. Kathleen 
Sylvia, R.N., for a business called 'Tt's Personal,'' a "medi- 
cal spa" proposed to be devoted to skin care and facial 
massage therapy. Discussion between the applicant and 
the Board focused on the nature of the proposed business, 
and how to define it. Mr. Magauran said that, "if the use 
is not in the bylaw, it is not allowed. We have to put it 
into something, and I think that it is a medical practice." 
Discussion also revealed that there is some amount of 
controversy over so-called "medical spas," which are 
required to be supervised by a licensed physician. Ms. 
Sylvia told the Board that she has a licensed physician. 
Dr. Katrinka Hare, who will be present at the medical spa 
for 10 percent of the time that the business is open, as re- 
quired by state law. Two of the trustees of the condomini- 
um association that owns the property told the Board that 
parking would be a concern if the business were located 
there, and the managing trustee said that it was his belief 
that a medical spa would not be allowed under the associ- 
ation's deed and rules. Mr. Kenneth Hanson, Chair of the 
Property Committee of the First Congregational Church 
of Marion, told the Board that the church "is troubled by

of the appHcant's representative, Mr. Jack O'Leary, due to 
the absence of Mr. Ryder. 

The Board then opened a Public Hearing on 550 
Mill Street, the site of the proposed new Marion Police 
Station, and received a presentation from Mr. Brian 
Humes, the architect of the proposed facility. Mr. Humes 
explained that the building will be approximately 8,600 
square feet, with a 1,500 add/ alternate addition for a com- 
bination police training center /town emergency opera- 
tions center /town conference facility. Because of current 
economic conditions, the add/ alternate may be possible 
within the money budgeted by the Town for the new po- 
lice station.

LaCamera asked to make one amendment to the contract, 
before being signed by the Board members. 

The Board received a request from Patriot Triath- 
lon asking to be allowed to use Rochester roads, par- 
ticularly route 105, on June 20, 2009.

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by recession or inflation, they are still free. Vessel Safety 
Checks are conducted by qualified members of the U.S. 
Coast Guard Auxiliary and are the best way of learning 
about problems that may be a violation of state or federal 
laws. Examiners also provide the boating public with ad- 
ditional safety tips that could possibly mitigate or elimi- 
nate preventable danger on the water. 

Life jackets, fire extinguishers and visual distress 
signals are just some of the items that are required by fed- 
eral regulations. An anchor and line, oars, manual bailer 
and bell (boats 26 feet and over) are required by Massa- 
chusetts. The Coast Guard also suggests boaters consider 
equipping their vessels with a marine VHP radio, GPS 
device and 406 MHz EPIRB (Emergency Position Indicat- 
ing Radio Beacon). VSC's may be conducted on any type 
of powered or sail recreational watercraft up to 65 feet 
including personal watercraft and kayaks. 

On Saturday, April 25, from 10:00 am to 2:00 pm, 
the New Bedford Plotilla will hold a Boating Safety Day in 
partnership with West Marine at Berdon Plaza, Fairhaven 
(Rt. 6 and Alden Road.) Auxiliary members will be on 
hand to provide free safety information and conduct Ves- 
sel Safety Checks for boats brought to the event on trail- 
ers. If unable to bring their boater to the event, owners 
will have the opportunity to schedule a visit by a Vessel 
Examiner.

West Marine is of- 
fering free refreshments and discounts for the purchase of 
safety equipment required to meet regulations.

Adventureland, Starring Jesse Eisenberg and Kristen Stewart. 
Directed by Greg Mottola. Running time: 107 minutes. MPAA 
rating: R. 

The folks in the marketing department at Miramax have a 
job to do, I reahze, but what they've done W\\h Adventureland is one 
of the most extreme bait-and-switch jobs I've ever seen. The trailer 
sells a quirky comedy about kids working in an amusement park. 
The actual film is a rather dreary coming-of-age drama with some 
witty dialogue and too-broad performances. Director Greg Mottola, 
who had a hit two summers ago with Superbad, has cashed in his 
success to make an autobiographical indie film based on his own 
experiences working at Adventureland in the late '80s, but the era 
isn't evoked with any particular flavor or skill — it could as easily 
unfold in 2007 as 1987. 

Mottola's onscreen avatar is James (Jesse Eisenberg), who 
finds out he isn't going backpacking in Europe for his post-college 
summer — his parents have had a financial setback. So if James 
expects to save up any money for grad school, he'd better find a job, 
and the best he can find is working the game booths at Adventureland. 
There he meets various stock characters indifferently sketched in, 
including the laid-back but troubled Em (Kristen Stewart), with 
whom he falls in love. Why? Because she's there, I guess; Mottola's 
script offers little other reason. James is a virgin, saving himself for 
the right girl; his choice in this movie is between the serenely dull 
Em and the more flashily dull Lisa P (Margarita Levieva), who is 
always spoken of by the park's young men in the same awed tone: 
"Lisa P is back!" Lisa P may be an airhead, but she's alive, and 
Margarita Levieva turns in the most enjoyable performance without 
making Lisa P an annoying or pitiable stereotype. 

Everyone else in Adventureland seems to move 
underwater, in the depths of self-loathing. Even the standard 
Llove-the-'80s soundtrack, particularly Falco's admittedly noxious 




"Rock Me Amadeus," is used not for nostalgia or to set the scene 
but to oppress and depress the characters. (An exception: Crowded 
House's always-welcome "Don't Dream It's Over.") Life in 1987, 
according to Mottola, was a cultural wasteland with bad haircuts 
(Kristen Stewart is notably spared) and Reagan honking away on 
the tube while your dad snores in the living room. The adults are 
as disappointing as in any John Hughes flick; your dad will marry 
a badly wigged status- seeker a year after your mom dies, your 
husband will carry on affairs in his mother's basement. 

In Dazed and Confused, Richard Linklater looked back 
fondly on 1976 and the kids he knew back then. Mottola looks back 
on 1987 coldly, with no sense that the kids he knew were worth 
getting to know in the first place. (James' oldest friend routinely 
punches him in the crotch, and a newer acquaintance, played by 
Martin Starr as a pee- wee saturnine intellectual, doesn't act as if he'd 
miss James were he to fall off the planet tomorrow.) Adventureland 
seems only to have been made because Mottola had the power to 
make it; he has nothing fresh to say about young love or jobs from 
hell, though I did enjoy hearing the skinny on various amusement- 
park scams. There is an actual Adventureland, on Long Island, and I 
can't help noticing that the park Mottola worked at and remembers 
so disdainfully makes no mention of his film on its website. I also 
notice they're hiring. Mottola probably shouldn't bother applying.

Massachusetts' New Move Over Law 

In an effort to keep Massachusetts roadways saf- 
er, the Mattapoisett Police Department, Fire Department 
and the Executive Office of Public Safety and Security 
(EOPSS) are raising awareness for the state's new Move 
Over Law and promoting safe driving across the Com- 
monwealth. 

The new law, which takes effect on March 22, 
2009, is meant to help protect police, firefighters, para- 
medics, tow truck drivers and all roadside emergency and 
maintenance workers. The law requires all drivers ap- 
proaching a stationary emergency or maintenance vehicle 
with flashing lights to move to the next adjacent lane if it 
is safe to do so, and, barring that, to reduce their speed. 
Violating the Move Over Law can be expensive, as well 
as dangerous, as failure to comply could result in a fine of 
up to $100. 

"We ask that all drivers in Mattapoisett and 
across Massachusetts take a moment to slow down and 
move over - if it safe to do so - if they see an officer, 
emergency responder or maintenance vehicle stopped on 
the side of the road. Together, we can make the roadways 
of Massachusetts safer and less stressful for everyone 
involved." 

Every year, first responders across the country 
are injured or killed while providing emergency roadside 
help. In the past six months alone, several Massachusetts 
State Troopers have been injured on the job. Accord- 
ing to the Merit Rating Board, in 2008, there were nearly 
2000 violations of the Chapter 89 Law, which deals with 
obstructing emergency vehicles including failure to yield
